FIXED PRICES AND THE LAW. 

Ir is a frequent mistake in these days to 
confuse the fixing of prices with the main- 
tenance of fixed prices. The fixing of prices, 
especially by a trust, has become most repug- 
nant to the people, and this repugnance has 
shaped the laws of many States and is shaping 
Federal law. Conspiracies in restraint of 
trade have naturally and properly been the 
target for drastic legislation, and the applica- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law by the 
present administration and in the courts has 
done much toward breaking down the trust 
monopolies, so far as the law can reach them. 

It is quite another thing to attempt to re- 
strain the owner of any property from fixing 
his price for it or maintaining that price or 
refusing to sell to anyone to whom he does 
not wish to sell. In the book trade, for in- 
stance, there has never been, to our knowl- 
edge, any attempt whatever to fix the prices 
of books. There has been a persistent en- 
deavor, on the other hand, to bring about 
fixed prices, in the interest not only of the 
producing and distributing elements in the 
hook trade, but finally in the interest of the 
consumer. No publisher has ever been asked 
to fix the price of his book at one dollar or 
two dollars, but there has been a co-operative 
cudeavor to maintain the price of a book as 
set by a publisher, through the trade method 
of discounts. So far as this was brought 
about by associated effort in connection with 
non-copyright books, the courts decided that 
this was in restraint of trade. The question 
as to copyright books is now in course of 
decision by the courts, and with respect to 
patented articles, which are cognate to copy- 
right works, the proposed amendments to the 


patent laws which will come up at the ensuing 
session of Congress, are very drastic. 

Now, it 1s not against the interests of the 
ultimate consumer, but in the last analysis in 
his favor, that the proprietor of a patented 
article or a copyrighted work should have the 
tight tc fix and maintain prices. The immense 
sales crganizations of the Eastman Kodak, 
the Victor Talking Machine and of other 
patented articles have been built up through 
the maintenance of prices, and this has re- 
sulted in so wide and large a sale that the 
fixed price has been lower than if a haphaz- 
ard market had disorganized the industry in 
advance. The like is peculiarly true of the 
book trade. If a publisher cannot sell his 
book to a dealer, with an understanding that 
this dealer shall maintain the price, it is most 
difficult to sustain and develop local book 
stores, which are an essential part not only 
of the machinery of the book trade, but of 
public education. 

In the new copyright code, Section 41, 
which provides clearly for distinct property 
rights in the copyright and in the material 
object, includes the added proviso that “noth- 
ing in this act shall be deemed to forbid, pre- 
vent or restrict the transfer of any copy of 
a copyrighted work, the possession of which 
has been lawfully obtained.” Just what the 
effect of this proviso will be has yet to be 
determined by the courts; it implies that price 
maintenance cannot be made to depend on 
copyright, but it does not seem to restrain a 
publisher or dealer from exercising his nat- 
ural right to refuse to sell to a dealer who is 
not maintaining prices. 

The proposed patent amendments, replacing 
the bill for the codification of the patent laws 
brought into the House of Representatives 
early last year, on which numerous hearings 
were held, were submitted to the House of 
Representatives with a careful report by the 
committee, August 8, 1912, and are likely to 
be considered in the short session commenc- 
ing next month. Section 5 of the committee’s 
revised bill provides that under the Sherman 
anti-trust law any combination involving the 
use of a patent shall be held “unreasonable :” 

“(a) As the vendor of any patented article, 
attempts to restrict the price at which such 
article may be resold by any other person, or 
the price which any other person than the 
original lessee, licensee, or bailee shall pay 
for the use thereof.” 

“(e) As the vendor of any patented article, 
attempts to prevent or restrain competition 
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either by refusing to supply to any other per- 
son requesting the same such patented article 
sold, or by consenting to supply the same only 
upon terms or conditions in some respects less 
favorable than are accorded to any other per- 
son.” 

The other sub-sections from (b) to (1) 
are intended to prevent doing business under 
a false or misleading name, bribing officials 
or the employees of rival companies, and 
other admittedly evil practices. They go to 
the extreme in the process of regulating all 
affairs by law, which is a practice of great 
danger. But it is to be observed that their 
effect, as expressly stated in the committee’s 
report, is solely to restrain combinations, and 
not individual manufacturers or dealers. So 
far as the question involves the maintenance 
of prices, it would seem that if the analogies 
of patents should be applied to copyrights, a 
publishes would still be entitled to maintain 
prices, so long as he did not enter into a 
combination to that effect. 

There has been general protest on the part 
of owners of patents against such drastic 
legislation, even on the part of those who 
are fully ready to co-operate in the correction 
of the evident evils connected with the ad- 
ministration of patents. The committee on 
patents has done very careful work, but it 
seems to have gone rather far in attempting 
to cover everything by law, although the limi- 
tation of the effect of the law to combina- 
tions may obviate some of the criticisms. It 
is worth while pointing out that to attempt to 
cover everything by law may lead to worse 
evils than those which the law is intended to 
cure. 

The book trade during the past few years, 
when fixed prices have in general replaced the 
old under-cutting practices, has begun to re- 
gain its former prosperity; and it would be a 
pity if drastic legislation should have the re- 
sult of leaving a way open through which the 
old chaos might return. 





For three weeks past the editorial office has 
been at work on the make-up and printing of 
the PuBLisHers’ WEEKLY Christmas Book- 
shelf number. Every endeavor is made in 
this issue to obviate errors and give every 
publishing house adequate representation in 
the reading pages. How difficult this work is 
made editorially can only be imagined by 
those who have once had it in charge. Take, 
for example, so apparently simple a matter 
as identifying cuts sent in for illustrations. 


In the circular letters to the publishers each 
year, we ask with emphatic undérlining that 
publishers mark the cuts they send us. This 
year, seventy-six publishing houses sent ys 
154 cuts of illustrations. Only three publish- 
ing houses out of the seventy-six supplied the 
complete data asked for and necessary, and 
nearly one hundred cuts were received with- 
out any identifying mark whatever! With 
many, we do not even know what house sent 
them, though sometimes the carefully pre- 
served wrapper or shipping tag gives that. 
These one hundred cuts each year (for, alas! 
the number varies but slightly) become the 
subjects of a detective investigation that 
would make Sherlock H. or Ashton-Kirk or 
Napoleon Prince green with envy. In time, 
most of them are run down by one or an- 
other of the office staff, by memory or sheer 
guesswork of various sorts or a _ process 
of elimination. Once placed with a+ given 
publisher, ‘phone or mail inquiries gain the 
missing caption. But it does mean a fearful 
waste of time for every one concerned—pub- 
lishers as well as the Weexty. Besides this, 
each year a half dozen stray unidentified cuts 
wander around the office like disembodied 
souls—which means that some publishers, in 
spite of our best efforts, are being left out. 
It would seem as if a good standing rule for 
any publishing house would be to let no cut 
go out to anyone which did not bear on its 
back: (1) publisher, (2) author, (3) title, 
and (4) caption. 





OrpINARILY, the PustisHers’ WEEKLY Book 
Review is issued as a supplement with the 
PuspiisHers’ WEEKLY of the third week of 
the month, the imprint editions being shipped 
immediately afterward, so as to have them in 
the hands of dealers on the 1st. Acceding to

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THE COST OF DOIN BUSINESS.* 


Wuat CONSTITUTES THE “Cost oF Dorne BusI- 

nEss’”—SomME Common Leaks—Prorirt NEED 

Not Be Larce But It SHoutp Be Net— 
WuerE SMALL DEALERS FAIL. 


THE ever-increasing fierceness of competi- 
tion has demonstrated the necessity for the 
most careful management of business enter- 
prises. Profits are too finely cut to permit a 
continuance of rule-of-thumb methods and 
greater concentration is necessary to obtain 
greater accuracy. Careful calculation plays a 
most important part in business to-day and 
success depends largely upon the inauguration 
of better means of securing clear, concise and 
accurate information relative to the condition 
of one’s business. 

This subject of, the cost of doing business is 
of prime importance. 

So far as the booktrade is concerned, the 
question of increased ratio of cost of doing 
business does not seem to be so much a matter 
of decreased scales of retail prices as of actual 
increases in selling cost. 


CAUSES FOR INCREASED EXPENSES. 


Among the causes of increased expenses is 
the fact that with an increase in population 
the number of distributors increases sometimes 
to a greater extent than seems necessary to 
supply the demands of the trade. As a result, 
the average value or amount of the individual 
order decreases, with a consequent increase in 
cost of handling. 

The publication of expensive catalogues rep- 
resents a development of recent years, which 
has added considerably to the expense account. 

Again, the much-talked-of higher cost of 
living through general advance of prices in 
foodstuffs and other commodities of life has 
resulted in a necessary advance in the scale 
of salaries and wages paid to all classes of 
help. It has also caused larger daily expense 
accounts of travelling salesmen through ad- 
vanced hotel rates. 

The increased value of realty in the central 
and business districts of our large cities has 
forced wholesalers and retailers generally to 
pay rents far greater than in former years. 

This, of course, means additional selling ex- 
pense, hence the increased proportion of ex- 
pense to gross sales. 

When the house is young the expenses are 
at a minimum, partners probably doing a large 
portion of the work. As time goes on, the 
necessity for more help comes, and the old 
employes are constantly locking for and re- 
ceiving increased salaries. Such a condition is 
apparent in many houses, and any attempt to 
“prune off dead wood” would be very difficult 
and would work an injustice to those who 
have given their best years of loyal service to 
the house. 

Efficient salesmen are demanding and re- 
ceiving a larger remuneration. There is only 
so much business obtainable. It is hard to in-

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crease the volume, and if one merchant through 
aggressive measures does increase his volume, 
this will only be temporary, as others will 
adopt similar aggressive measures, which will 
result in an equalization of the volume of 
business. 

SALARIES OF PRINCIPALS, 


. Some firms or corporations, where there are 
three or four principals only, have been in the 
habit of charging little or nothing to the ex- 
pense account for the salaries of these prin- 
cipals. Some cases have come to our notice 
where but $1200 or $1500 apiece has been 
charged off for those who would most assured- 
ly not have accepted any such remuneration 
working for others, but who saw fit to in- 
correctly minimize their expense account by 
charging off such inadequate amounts, relying 
upon the profits at the end of the year for 
their full remuneration. 

Surely for this work others would have been 
paid. Therefore, why not charge off some 
proper amount instead of having a member of 
the firm do this work and charge nothing for 
services rendered. How would such a partner 
fare if there were several inactive partners 
sharing equally in the profits? 

Where the principals do not actively par- 
ticipate in the conduct of the business others 
are well remunerated. Their salaries are, of 
course, charged off to the expense account. 


RENT. 


It is rather startling that there is any diver- 
sity of opinion regarding such an important 
item as this. 

Some firms have stated that they were un- 
der trifling expense, and when rent was men- 
tioned have said, “What? Rent! Why, we 
pay norent! We own the building. Of course, 
we charge off taxes and repairs to the expense 
account, but we have a great advantage over 
competitors in that respect, for they must pay 
rent.” Surely, if they were not occupying 
the building it would have been rented at mar- 
ket prices, and in our opinion they should 
charge off every year the amount which they 
could secure for the property if it were rented 
to another party, prcbably 8 per cent. on the 
market value and repairs and taxes and water 
rent. 

INTEREST ON CAPITAL. 


Charging interest on capital being a mooted 
question, it is probably well to present some 
of the various phases of the subject, as fol- 
lows: One may readily secure the current rate 
of interest on capital by investing in securities 
of such a character as to preclude any ap- 
preciable chance of losing the principal. What 
a person expects to gain who embarks in busi- 
ness, superintending the employment of his own 
capital, is much more than the rate of interest. 
The rate of profit should be far in excess of 
the rate of interest. The first and prime duty 
of the business, therefore, is to earn the cur- 
rent rate of interest. 

_ If interest on capital is included when mak- 
ing up the cost, and the year is not a good 
ene, the dividends will at least be guaranteed 
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if sales have not been made at less than cost; 
and by cost is meant invoice cost plus operat- 
ing expenses, including interest on capital. Of 
course, losses mvtst surely result in years of 
depression when sales are reduced to a mini- 
mum and the ratio of expenses to sales rises 
out of all normal prope1tion. 

The surplus profit earned is partly in the 
nature of comper-sation for the risk involved. 
He who enters into business always exposes 
his capital to some, and in many cases to very 
great, danger of partial or total loss. For this 
danger he must be compensated liberally; 
otherwise, of what use would it be to incur it? 


NECESSITY FOR CHARGING INTEREST ON CAPITAL. 


If a firm were to be started by men with a 
thorough knowledge of the business and but 
little capital they would be forced to borrow 
money and pay interest on it. To such a firm 
with inadequate capital, the charge of interest 
on capital is made through the necessary charge 
of the interest on the borrowed money, which 
constitutes their capital. 

Suppose a case where two firms are doing 
an equal business, each using $100,000 capital— 
one has cash capital of the full amount, the 
other has but $40,000 cash—and borrows $60,- 
000, charging interest on the borrowed money 
to the expense account. Both concerns must 
earn a profit on the business done. If the con- 
cern with full-paid capital ignores the item of 
interest on capital, will they not fail to show 
as satisfactory a result at the end of the year 
as the other house? 

In partnership, when the capital is not 
equally contributed, it is usual and customary 
to allow each partner interest on the amount 
of capital to his credit before any division of 
profits is made. 

The most successful and conservative busi- 
ness men hold that interest should be charged 
upon capital, and that this should be charged 
to the expense account and not to the interest 
account. A fair plan would be to charge at 
least 4 per cent. interest on capital to the ex- 
pense account as a minimum amount for the 
capital to earn. This precaution will provide 
for at least this return, and the profit can 
readily be taken care of in annual dividends. 

It is also held that interest on borrowed 
money should be charged to the expense ac- 
count, for in ninety cases out of a hundred it 
would not be necessary to borrow money 
were it not to accommodate some delinquent 
customers. 

A charge of the average percentage of losses 
should be made to the expense account to take 
care of bad debts, as it is necessary to include 
this in the cost to make the results satisfactory 
at the end of the year.

Damage, breakage, loss, freight and express 
charges on returned goods. 

Collections. 

Miscellaneous expense. 

Repairs. 

Fuel. 

Light. 

Heat. 

Power. 

Freight. Taxes. 

Bad debts. Legal expense. 


It is far wiser when in doubt to charge an 
item to the expense account than to charge it 
to the merchandise or any other account. 

Every expense which is shown on the ledger, 
every amount for which you have no positive 
credit return upon your ledger, is chargeable 
to the cost of doing business. In other words, 
practically every expenditure should be put in 
the expense account, except amounts paid for 
merchandise, and, in some cases, freight. 


Store supplies. 
Warehouse supplies. 
Warehouse fixtures. 
Store equipment. 
Office equipment. 


EXCEPTIONAL OR SPECIAL BUSINESS. 


Exceptional or special business should not 
be considered in ascertaining the average per- 
centage of expense, for if included in the 
amount of gross sales, it will give an incorrect 
and misleading result and cause a loss on the 
regularly obtained business. For example: A 
house enjoyed the patronage of a large public 
service corporation, and for a very small com 
mission purchased their supplies. They «n- 
wisely merged this special business into their 
regular sales to the trade and arrived at their 
percentage of expense accordingly. 

Another concern through certain banking 
connections was in a position to finance com- 
panies which used material in which they 
dealt. In this manner a large volume of busi- 
ness was secured. Instead of treating it as 
special business when calculating the percent- 
age of expense of conducting business, they 
merged it with their regular sales. The result 
was that while their regular business obtained 
through their salesmen cost them certainly 15 
ner cent. on the sales, they deceived themselves 
into believing that it cost them but 9 per cent. 
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SALES OF STAPLES. 


Attention should be given to the misleading 
effect of large sales of staples on the per- 
centage of selling expenses for the month or 
year. It has been recommended by some that 
a separate record of large sales affording a 
profit of less than, say, 7'4 per cent. be kept. 
Such a record serves to keep clear the true 
percentage of expense, for certainly no sales 
of staples in bulk at a trifling advance over 
cost should be merged into the sales account 
of regular goods sold in small quantities at a 
greater expense. 

No business man should allow himself to be 
deceived as to the cost of doing business by 
merging such sales into the regular sales ac- 
count, yet not a few openly boast of their 
wonderful work in reducing their expense ac- 
counts by 2 or 3 per cent. when the truth is 
that the supposed reduction is caused by failure 
to segregate such large sales as are here 
referred to. 


COST OF SELLING GOODS SHIPPED DIRECT FROM 
FACTORY. 


The question of the cost of selling goods 
which are shipped direct from the factory to 
the customer is one which is _ frequently 
brought up. 

The manufacturer urging this method, pos- 
sibly with the hope of coming into greater direct 
contact with the small trade, claims that busi- 
ness handled by direct shipment costs nothing 
—that it is all “velvet”—clear net profit. 

Is it not necessary to go to some expense to 
build up friendly relations with the customer? 
Is it not necessary to pay the salesman’s sal- 
ary and expenses for securing this business? 
Is it not necessary for well-paid buyers, sales 
managers and clerks to give their close atten- 
tion to this business that it may be properly 
handled? Is it not true that shipments from 
stock may be handled by a lower paid class 
of help, and that the business may be disposed 
of in a day or two instead of the two or three 
weeks necessary to close a transaction when 
the goods are sent direct from the factory? 
Is not the credit risk on direct shipments quite 
as great as on shipments made from stock, and 
is it not true that on direct shipments of heavy 
staples you are asked to incur a heavy credit 
a a transaction at no profit or a possible 
Oss! 

In fact, the only gain is a more prompt turn- 
over of capital, a saving of warehouse handling 
and a saving of warehouse rent. It is still 
necessary to meet all the other items of ex- 
pense. 


SOME PERTINENT QUESTIONS TO CONSIDER. 


What is the percentage of cost of conducting 
your business? In figuring this, take your 
total expense and total amount of business 
done, but do not include any special business. 

What percentage does it cost you for the 
business taken by your salesmen? In answer- 


ing this question you should not figure in the 
house expense. 


What percentage does it cost for house ex- 


penses? In figuring this take total cost of 
running your business, less cost of travelling 
salesmen, and figure on the total amount of 
business done. 

Do the officers of your company or the heads 
of your firm draw what you would call a rea- 
sonable salary? Would they accept a similar 
amount from others for services of a like na- 
ture and consider the compensation adequate? 

Do you charge rent if you own your build- 
ing? 

Do you charge all possible moneys paid out 
to the expense account and consequently to 
the cost of doing business, so that your actual 
financial condition is revealed at the end of 
any stated period; or, are you careless and do 
you try to deceive yourself by making your 
showing better than it really-is? 

Do you keep a separate account of each de- 
partment, so that you may know what per- 
centage of profit each makes; what the gross 
profits are, and what the expense is, in order 
that you may have accurate knowledge of what 
every department is doing? 

Do you figure the profit on all your sales, so 
that you keep yourself constantly informed of 
your condition, and take any steps necessary 
to bolster up profits, or do you wait until the 
end of the year to see what has happened? 

Do you keep a record of each salesman’s 
sales— profits, salary and travelling expenses— 
and do you know what percentage of profit he 
has made after deducting his salary and ex- 
penses from the gross profits, not considering 
the house expense? If you do this, with the 
percentage of your house or inside expenses 
before you, you will know the actual value of 
each salesman. Some who are first in the 
sales column may be last in the profit column. 

Do you charge interest on money used in the 
business as a factor in the cost of doing busi- 
ness, or do you look to your final results at 
the end of the year to take care of this, and 
run the risk of giving customers the use of 
your money for nothing? 


MR. ROCKEFELLER ON COST DATA. 


In his recent article in The World’s Work, 
John D. Rockefeller writes: 

“Then, again, we had the type of man who 
really never knew all the facts about his own 
affairs. Many of the brightest kept their books 
in such a way that they did not actually know 
when they were making money on:a ceriain 
operation and when they were losing. This 
unintelligent competition was a hard matter to 
contend with. Good old-fashioned common- 
sense has always been a mighty rare com- 
modity. When a man’s affairs are not going 
well, he hates to study the books and face the 
truth. From the first the men who managed 
the Standard Oil Company kept their books 
intelligently as well as correctly. We knew 
how much we made and where we gained or 
lost. At least, we tried not to deceive our- 
selves. 

“My ideas of business are, no doubt, old- 
fashioned, but the fundamental principles do 
not change from generation to generation, and 
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sometimes I think that our quick-witted Amer- 
ican business men, whose spirit and energy 
are so splendid, do not always sufficiently study 
the real underlying foundations of business 
management.” 


MANUFACTURERS WISER THAN MERCHANTS. 


Manufacturers have always added their 
“overhead” and selling expenses to the other 
items entering into the cost before arriving at 
what they consider cost. Merchants, however, 
have not followed this custom, with the result 
that salesmen, and even principals have uncon- 
sciously felt that any amount secured above 
their invoice cost was profit. Following the 
manufacturers’ method of using a true cost, 
sales could be made at cost without suffering 
any actual loss, as all operating expenses are 
taken care of in this cost. Were a merchant 
to sell goods at what he invariably calls his 
cost, however, he would suffer an actual loss 
equal to the amount of his operating expense. 


PERCENTAGE OF EXPENSE NOT THE SAME ON ALL 
GOODS. 


It should be borne in mind that the expense 
sustained by a business house during the year 
gives the average percentage of expense of 
selling all goods, but does not give the per- 
centage of expense of selling any particular 
one of the many lines of goods handled. 

It is well known that certain heavy staples 
in continual demand are less expensive to 
handle than are small goods on which the de- 
mand is lighter and the cost of handling 
greater. 

In arriving at the cost of handling the va- 
rious lines or classes of goods, the proper pro- 
portion of the expense of doing business and 
the expense of each salesman in effecting sales 
should be segregated and charged against them. 

A leading wholesale hardware house con- 
siders and charges specifically to each depart- 
ment or line of goods the following items of 
expense: 

“1. Interest at .. per cent. on the amount 
invested in stock. 

“2. Insurance and taxes on stock. 

3. A rental charge for the floor space occu- 
pied in store and warehouses, together with re- 
pairs and alterations, and insurance and taxes 
on buildings. 

“4. .. per cent upon the amount of sales 
for a provision against bad debts. 

“s. The salaries and other expenses incurred 
exclusively (including any travellers engaged 
specially) for the department. 

“6. Departmental advertising and expense 
of catalogues in proportion to the amount of 
space occupied. 

“7. A proportion of all general travelling 
expenses calculated on the basis of the cost of 
sales made. 

“8. A proportion of all other general sal- 
aries and expenses of the house, based on the 
cost of the total sales of the house and calcu- 
lated on the cost of sales in each department. 

“( Note.—General expenses comprise salaries 
of officers, cashiers, bookkeepers, entry clerks, 
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etc., whose services are of a general character 
and cannot be segregated into one or more 
departments ; the proportion of rent for offices, 
aisles, etc., also postage, light, heat, cleaning, 
stationery, advertising of a general character, 
telephones and telegraph, donations, and the 
other sundry expenses which are necessary in 
conducting business. ) 

“The sum total of these general expenses is 
divided among the various departments in 
proportion to the cost of the goods sold, for 
the reason that it is considered a more equit- 
able basis than the amount of sales, because 
it would be unfair toward a department man- 
ager who obtains a good rate of profit on his 
goods to be charged a heavier rate of ex- 
pense in consequence, as compared with a de- 
partment showing a lower rate of profit. 

“Consideration should also be given to the 
number of times a year the goods can be 
turned; the proportion which the item bears 
to the whole amount of goods sold; the por- 
tion of the hauling and packing account which 
the item should assume. 

“In dividing travelling salesmen’s salaries 
and expenses, a less proportion is segregated 
against the departments comprising heavy 
staples, for the reason that less time is neces- 
sary for selling these articles than the general 
line of goods. 

“By means of this close calculation of the 
various expenses the actual cost or business 
expense of each department is arrived at, and 
a percentage representing the total of such 
expense is added to the flat cost of the goods 
in each department, in order to obtain the 
catalogue or store cost prior to the addition of 
the proper percentage of profit.” 

The percentage of expense of handling any 
given line of goods or a class of goods in 
which a particular line would naturally fall, 
can be ascertained by following the rules 
above. This plan may appear to be somewhat 
radical at first glance, but it is not so much 
so as one would think. 

It is not necessary to employ a high-priced 
statistician to figure the cost down to the 
hundredth part of 1 per cent., but the cost of 
handling different classes of goods may read- 
ily be ascertained by a careful calculation and 
consideration of the conditions under which 
they are handled and sold. 


A SMALL PROFIT BUT IT MUST BE NET. 


A profit of 5 per cent. would undoubtedly 
be satisfactory, but this 5 per cent, must be 
“in the clear,” after the expense of distribu- 
tion has been defrayed. 

Again, figure true costs, and do not deceive 
yourself. If goods are billed at $1 each and 
it costs you 15 per cent. on the sale to sell 
them, speak of your cost as $1.18, and let 't 
be known that no profit is made unless the 
sale is made in excess of that figure. 

All reason and common sense should tell a 
man that he must work to make a profit, and 
no profit can be made until after the operating 
expenses are defrayed. Every man in business 
ought to have constantly staring him in the 
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face the words, Make a profit! Write it large, 
have it prominently before you every minute, 
impress its importance on every employe who 
has to do with sales. Rub it in thickly for it 
breeds success—“Make a Profi!” “Make a 
Profit!” “MAKE A PROFIT!” 


HARD WORK FOR A SMALL RETURN. 


The demand for a better and more equitable 
return is fully justified and must be pressed. 
We give to our business all we have of time, 
of labor, and devotion, and if we are its ser- 
vants,’ at least it should pay us well, for our 
service is worth more than the laborer’s wage. 

How many hours have you worked, how 
many days a year, to make a beggarly 6 per 
cent, clear on your investment? How many 
times have you gone home sick with the wor- 
rigs of a business whose expenses were howl- 
ing like wolves at the heels of its profits? 

And what for? Partly for the same reason 
that prompts every man—that dogged spirit 
that is in all of us, the grim determination to 
make a success of a hard game. Partly that 
and partly because the profit must be wrung 
from the business if we are to live. Most of 
us are willing to pay the price and succeed, 
but at what a terrible cost. 

The opportunity has now come for men of 
commerce to develop their business to a more 
profitable degree by discontinuing the old false 
cost system and making every day grow bigger 
in its dividend-earning power by selling goods 
at a price based cn the true cost, viz., the in- 
voice price plus the operating expenses, paying 
proper attention to the varying cost of handling 
different lines of goods. 

In this way, and in this way only, will the 
profit possibilities of the business of distrib- 
uting merchandise be realized.

Tue sale of the fourth part of the Hoe 
library began at the Anderson Galleries, New 
York City, on Monday last. The bidding has 
been spirited for most of the sessions so far. 
Nearly all the purchases have been made by 
dealers, either for themselves or unknown 
clients. 


MONDAY SALES, 


Dr. Joseph Martini, acting for Mme. Theo- 
phile Belin, of Paris, paid $2350 for the “Opera” 
of Joannes Pontanus, three volumes, quarto, 
printed on the Aldus Press, in Venice, 1518-10. 
It is in contemporary dark green morocco 
binding, came from the library of the famous 
bibliophile, Jean Grolier, has his name at the 
foot of each front cover, and on the center 
of each back cover is his motto, “Portio mea 
domine sit in terra viventum.” Laid in is a 


letter by M. Theophile Belin, of Paris, ad- 
dressed to the late Robert Hoe, in which he 





says that the bindings are genuine, and that 
they have been only slightly restored in the 
corners. 

Two of the most active bidders the first day 
were George D. Smith and G. S. Hellman. 
James F. Drake also made large purchases. 
Mr. Smith was the biggest buyer of the day, 
but Mr. Drake made the record price when 
he paid $3500 for a copy of Eschole De Sa- 
lerne’s “Vers Burlesque” (Poems of the 
Huguenot War). This is one of the rarest 
reproductions of the Elzevir Press, and said 
to be the only copy known in uncut state. It 
is dated 1651. Mr. Ferguson, representing 
Bernard Quaritch, and Dr. J. Martini were 
the underbidders. 

The sermons of Joannes Chrysostomus, 
1693, brought a lively tilt between Drake and 
Martini, in which the latter was outbid when 
$3125 was reached. The work is in three 
octavo volumes, bound in old French blue 
morocco, the sides being covered with a rich 
mosaic design of compartments in red and 
citron morocco. : 

George D. Smith paid $1300 for “Le Roi 
Candaule,” by Théophile Gautier, printed in 
1893. This is a superb specimen of binding 
in light blue levant morocco, covered with a 
mosaic design in borders and compartments. 
Mr. Smith said that he bought this for his 
own stock. 

Joseph M. Baer, of Frankfort-am-Main, 
Germany, paid $835 for one of Petrus Victor- 
ius’ works, dated 1553. Dr. Martini pur- 
chased for a French buyer the sermons of 
Cornelio Musso, bound in olive morocco, for 
which he paid $700. . 

Mr. Ferguson, for Bernard Quaritch, paid 
$2800 for “Les Amours Pastorales de Daphnis 
et Chloé,” of Longus, with frontispiece by 
Coypel and twenty-eight plates engraved by 
B. Audran after Phillippe d’Orleans, the Re- 
gent, duodecimo, Paris, 1718. It is in light 
brown morocco binding by Padeloup. 

Other notable items were: 

“Henri II. Galliarum regis elogium,” by 
Petrus Paschalius, Paris, 1560, apparently 
bound for presentation to Diane de Poictiers 
as a memorial of the funeral of Henry IL., 
$520 (Smith). 

“Omnia Opera,” of Plato, folio, Lugdunum, 
1548, with arms of a cardinal, $450 (Baer). 

“Sacre de Louis XV.,” finely illustrated, 
large folio, Paris, 1722, with the arms of 
Louis XV. in the center of each cover; bind- 
ing by Padelcup, $400 (G. S. Hellman). 

Poetical works of Percy B. Shelley, edited 
by F. S. Ellis, Kelmscott Press, 1894-1895, 
$500 (Smith). 

“Variarum lectionum libri XXV.,” of Pet- 
rius Victorius, folio, Florence, 1553, from the 
libraries of Thomas Maoli and Firmin-Didot, 
$835 (Baer). 

“Henri II. et sa cour” and “Stockholm, 
Fontainbleau et Rome,” two volumes, Paris, 
1829-1830, presentation copies from Alexander 
Dumas, Pere, to Mlle. Georges, the French 
tragedienne, $275 (Dodd & Livingston). 

The largest price brought during the after- 
noon was $505 for a first edition of Thomas 
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De Aquino. This book is rubricated through- 
out with borders painted in various colors. 
It was printed in 1471, and contains the fa- 
mous colophon: “This book is produced not 
by aid of a pen, but by the new and wonder- 
ful art of printing.” It was bought by Mr. 
Smith. 

The first day netted $48,440.50, of which 
$16,709.50 were the proceeds of the afternoon 
sales and $31,731 of the evening sale. 


TUESDAY'S TOTAL, $20,639. 


There was spirited competition at the Tues- 
day evening session between George D. Smith 
and F. S. Ferguson for a folio copy of 
Cicero’s “Tusculanarum quaestionum libri V.,” 
printed on vellum by Nicholaus Jenson at 
Venice in 1472. It consists of eighty-five un- 
numbered leaves, without signatures and 
catchwords, and is printed in Roman charac- 
ters, thirty-three lines to the page. Vellum 
copies of this are great rarities, not more 
than half a dozen being known. Mr. Fergu- 
son stopped at $2000, and Mr. Smith won the 
prize by a bid of $2025, a record. 

An autograph letter of Catherine de Medici 
was the most interesting item of the day, and 
brought the third highest price, $1350. George 
D. Smith wanted this autograph, and so did 
Waiter M. Hill, of. Chicago, and the latter 
obtained it. It is one of the highest prices 
ever paid at auction in this country for the 
letter of a foreigner. It is four pages quarto, 
without date or place, but was written about 
1580. The edges are slightly frayed, and a 
small piece is cut from the top of the first 
page, on which the date may have been writ- 
ten. The contents of the letter, however, are 
not injured. It is a holograph and is signed 
“Catherine.” Full autograph letters of this 
queen are exceedingly rare. This one ap- 
parently refers to the affairs of her son; the 
Duc d’Alencon, the hideous dwarf, but, though 
very legible, is written in a script exceedingly 
difficult to decipher. 

The third and rarest edition in English of 
“The Courtier of Count Baldessar Castilio,” 
small quarto, London, 1588, went to Mr. 
Smith for $525, the record price. It is in blue 
morocco binding by Joly, and is printed in 
three columns, viz.: Italian in italics, French 
in roman, and English in black letter. An- 
other record price was $525, paid by Mr. 
Smith for the “Voyages et Descouvertures” 
of Samuel de Champlain, small octavo, printed 
in Paris in 1620, and in green levant morocco 
binding by Pratt. 

“Costumes et Annales des Grands Théatres 
de Paris,” by Jean Charles Le Vacher de 
Charnois, seven volumes, Paris, 1786-89, went 
to James F. Drake for $600, another record. 
The volumes are in green levant morocco 
binding by Chambolle-Duru. Other note- 
worthy prices of the evening session were: 

‘“Les fais Maistre Alain Chartier,” folio, 
Paris, 1489, rare first edition, binding by 
Trautz-Bauzonnet, $450 (Dodd & Livingston). 

“The Workes of Geffray Chaucer, newly 
printed,” folio, London, no date, third col- 
lected edition, probably issued about 1550, 
binding by Joly, $300 (Smith). 
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George Chapman’s “Bussy D’Ambois, a 
Tragedie, as it hath been often presented at 
Paules,” first edition, London, 1607, binding 
by Zaehnsdorf, $200 (Smith). 

“Les Contes Remois,” by Augustin René, 
Count de Chevigné, large paper copy, Paris, 
1858, $240 (Dodd & Livingston). 

Walter H. Hill paid $270 for fifteen vol- 
umes of Byron, with 550 engravings and an 
autograph pass from Byron to John Galt to 
go “below the bar in the House of Lords.” 
A second edition of Richard de Bury, “Phi- 
lobiblion,” 1483, rarer than the first. edition, 
went to Mr. Smith for $425. 


DECAMERONS A TUESDAY AFTERNOON FEATURE, 


Two beautifully bound copies of the “De- 
cameron, Paris, 1757, brought the top prices 
at the afternoon session. -G. S. Hellman paid 
$1400 for one set of five octavo volumes, from 
the Utterson collection. It is printed on Hol- 
land paper, with the verification signature at 
the end of the fifth volume, and proof mark 
of etchings at the foot of nearly every plate. 
The citron morocco binding, with gilt: backs, 
heavy borders of gold on sides, and gilt edges, 
is by Padeloup. It contains the author’s por- 
trait, five frontispieces, 110 plates and 97 tail- 
pieces, all proof impressions, by Lempereur, 
Lemire and others, after Eisen, Gravelot, 
Boucher and Cochin. 

George D. Smith gave $1200 for the other 
set, also of five volumes, a choice copy in old 
French green morocco binding by Derome, 
with gilt tooled dentelle borders on the sides, 
gilt edges and gilt arms of an ecclesiastic on 
the backs. 

These are record prices for this edition of 
Boccaccio’s “Decameron.” In the first part 
of the Hoe sale, April, 1911, a copy of this 
same edition, with all the extra plates, brought 
$1000, which then became the record price, so 
that, curiously enough, the sale of yesterday 
twice broke the record established by the li- 
brary itself at a previous sale, the $1200 item 
being auctioned off before the $1400 one. 

Another Paris edition, 1545, of the “De- 
cameron” was knocked down to Dodd & Liv- 
ingston for $235. The bookseller, Estienne 
Roffet, whose name is printed on the title 
page, was binder to King Francis I. For 
the first French edition of Boccaccio’s “Fleury 
and Blanchefleur,” Paris, 1542, J. O. Wright 
gave $175. The same author's “Contes et 
Nouvelles,” Cologne, 1732, binding by Chate- 
lin, went to Bernard Quaritch for $135. 

James Boswell’s “Life of Dr. Samuel John- 
son,” four volumes, Oxford, 1826, binding by 
Bedford, was bought on order for $375. It 
is extra illustrated by. the insertion of 358 
engravings, including 32 portraits of Dr. John- 
son. There are two original drawings by 
Harding. It is one of fifty large paper copies. 
“Histoire des Caricatures de la Révolte des 
Frangais,” by De Nimes Boyer, two volumes, 
Paris, 1792, binding by Bedford, went to James 
F. Drake for $190. Lathrop C. Harper paid 
$155 for the Basel, 1497 edition of Sebastian 
Brandt’s “Stultifera Navis,” binding by Trautz- 
Bauzonnet. It contains on leaf 76 an allusion 
to the discovery of America. 
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WEDNESDAY’S TOTAL SMALLER. 


The items at Wednesday’s sessions did not 
bring high prices. They consisted chiefly of 
various editions of the works of John Dryden 
and of Alexandre Dumas, pére and fils. The 
total of the day was $16,589.50, the afternoon 
session bringing $11,471.50, and the evening

A first edition of Austin Dobson’s “Four 
French Women,” London, 1890, large pa- 
per copy, extra illustrated, was bought by 
George D. Smith for $118, and he also gave 
$165 for a large paper copy, extra illustrated, 
of the same author’s “William Hogarth.” 
Writings of Claude Joseph Dorat and others, 
bound in two volumes, went to J. O. Wright 
for $155. Mr. Smith paid $175 for “The Bat- 
taile of Agincourt,” by Michael Drayton, first 
edition, London, 1627. He also obtained for 
$130 a first edition of John Dryden’s “Alex- 
ander’s Feast,” folio, London, 1697, with the 
half title, and a first edition of the “Historiae 
Canadensis,” by Francois Ducreux, quarto, 
Paris, 1664, for $100. 

“Les Trois Mousquetaires,” by Alexandre 
Dumas, Paris, 1804, on India paper, was 
knocked down to Mr. Smith for $101, and the 
same author's “Le Chevalier de Maison- 
Rouge,” illustrations by Julien Le Blant, en- 
graved by Léveillé, Paris, 1894, went to Mr. 
Drake for $192.50. This work is in levant mo- 
rocco binding by Mercier, and was exhibited 
at the Exposition Universelle, 1906. Inserted 
is an original drawing by Le Blant, signed. 
The “Affaire Clemenceau,” by Alexandre Du- 
mas, Fils, Paris, 1866, binding by Meunier, 
first edition, author’s presentation copy to 
George Sand, with autograph of Dumas on 
front cover, was bought by Mr. Smith for $56. 

The afternoon session began with the sale 
of a copy of the rare first edition of William 
Congreve’s first publication, “Incognita on Love 
and Duty Reconcil’d,” 16mo, London, 1692. It 
went to George D. Smith for $510. This little 
work is so scarce that there is no copy of it in 
the British Museum. 

James F. Drake paid $1200 for Pierre Cor- 
neille’s “Rodogune, Princesse des Parthes,” 
quarto, Versailles, 1760. It is the record price. 
This work has an interesting history. It was 
printed in the apartment of Mme. de Pompa- 
dour, at Versailles, and is one of the few copies 
that were so issued. She having been curious 
to see the printing of it, the king ordered a 
press and a few workmen from the “Imprim- 
erie Royale” to the Chateau de Versailles, and 
the tragedy of “Rodogune” was printed in 
Madame’s apartment while she looked on. A 
note on the flyleaf of the present copy is in 
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Mr. Hoe’s autograph and refers to Mme. de 
Pompadour’s own copy: “The copy which be- 
longed to Madame de Pompadour... . 1 saw 
in M. Sauvage’s collection in Paris in 1897. 
It was sold for fr.30,000. With the exception 
of the above, this is the choicest one | have 
ever met with.” . 
Another record price, $800, was paid by Wal- 
ter M. Hill for a large and fine copy of Arch- 
bishop Thomas Cranmer’s “Catechisms,” small 
octavo, black letter, London, 1548. Mr. Hill 
also gave $315 for Archbishop Cranmer's “Con- 
futation of Unwritten Verities.” 16mo, London, 
1558. This also is in black letter and is a 


‘second edition. Its brown levant morocco 


binding is by Bedford. 


EXHIBITION OF THE BOOKS OF THE 
YEAR. — 


A RECEPTION last Wednesday evening marked 
the opening of the Seventh Annual Exhibi- 
tion of the Books of the Year, held at the 
National Arts Club, 15 Gramercy Park, New 
York City. At ten o'clock, after the guests 
had browsed over the some two thousand vol- 
umes displayed as representive of the year’s 
new books, and had admired the many orig- 
inal illustrations that hung on the walls above 
the books they illustrated, William B. How- 
land, of the Outlook, chairman of the com- 
mittee having the exhibition in charge, intro- 
duced the first speaker of the evening— 
Walter H. Page, of Doubleday, Page & Co. 

Mr. Page gave a vivid and pathetic portrait 
of the modern publisher’s poverty and of the 
“fewness” of books. He pointed out that the 
estimated output of books a year, compared 
to the ninety millions of people in the United 
States, worked out to but one copy per capita. 
He expressed a belief that men spent more 
money for neckties and women for buttons 
than they did for books. In the eyes of the 
publishers, Mr. Page can well claim the dis- 
tinction of a humorist, for he made the state- 
ment—and his audience seemed to believe him 
—that the only real pay a publisher receives 
is the friendships that spring up between au- 
thor and publisher. Finally, he proved the 
utter uselessness of attempting to appraise the 
value of hooks, either by one’s own judgment 
or that of a reviewer, and suggested that the 
only safe and sure way to get a good book 
was to buy them all. 

‘Walter Gillis, of the Gillis Press, who was 
present, but unable to speak on account of a 
cold, had his paper on “Printing” read. It 
covered a resumé of the history of printing, 
with notes as to new discoveries as to the 
actual date when printing with movable type 
was first begun, and the possible further de- 
velopment of printing. 

The third speaker was Charles H. Caffin, 
the well-known English critic, who upheld his 
profession, pointing out that there is real need 
of the real critic, especially here in America, 
where the reviewer with a surface knowledge 
of his subject, and a light or even flippant 
style, is given preference over the serious 
critic. He defended the seriousness of the 
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Englishman, reminding his hearers that all 
good work was the result of seriousness. 

Twenty-five publishers are represented at 
the exhibition, but there are several regret- 
table absentees. It is to be hoped that repre- 
sentatives of these missing houses will visit 
the exhibition this year, and plan to co- 
operate in its success next. The exhibition 
will be open to the public from 10 a.m. to 
6 p.m. on every weekday, and from 2 p.in. 
to 6 p.m. on Sundays from now till Novem- 
ber 29.. Entrance to the galleries is from 119 
East 1oth Street. 


THE AUSTRALIAN BOOK MARKET. - 


Tue British attitude toward the: Austral- 
asian book market is reflected in a recent letter 
to the English Author. The writer says: 

An article in the October number of the 
Author contains the statement that English 
works—in comparison with American—do not 
get a fair circulation on the colonial markets. 
My own experience in the matter may be of 
interest. When my first novel was published, 
last autumn, I happened to be in Australia, 
and, naturally, I took a paternal interest in 
my first-born. Before it arrived in the Com- 
monwealth, a Sydney literary agent warned 
me that it would have little chance of success 
in competition with the new American books. 
He added the amazing explanation that Aus- 
tralian buyers disliked English books on ac- 
count of the pornographic tendency. The 
agent probably did not know a great deal 
about the contents of the books he handled— 
he was agent for everything that came in his 
way, from fire insurance to sheep dip— but it 
was certainly true that English paper-covered 
books, with suggestive covers and titles, oc- 
cupied prominent positions on the bookstalls. 

I did not believe that the pornographic por- 
tion of the English output could be large 
enough to affect the reputation of the whole. 
A more credible explanation was forthcoming 
when my own book arrived. Wishing to see 
a copy of the colonial edition, I asked for it 
at one of the leading shops. The bookseller 
told me that he had not got it, was not likely 
to get it, and knew nothing about it. He 
added that the book could not be worth read- 
ing, or his London agents would have sent 
him some copies of it. When I meekly told 
him that I was the author of the book he 
made amends by explaining how it was that 
he knew nothing of it. He left the purchase 
of English books, he said, entirely to his Lon- 
don agents, who sent him out whatever they 
thought best. He never replaced books that 
he sold, except under exceptional circum- 
stances, as a book that had been in brisk de- 
mand might be forgotten during the three 
months that must elapse before fresh stocks 
could be obtained from England. He bought 
American books because the representatives 
of American publishers called on him and 
were able to tell him all he needed to know 
about the contents of the books that he sold. 
To stock American books was therefore less 
of a speculation than to stock English ones. 
A New Zealand gentleman, a large buyer of 
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books, told me that he bought all his books 
from a London bookseller, as the choice 
among those offered for sale locally was so 
limited. 

Though many Australasian booksellers are 
men with literary tastes, some bring to their 
business qualifications that would serve them 
equally well if they sold candles or mouse- 
traps. A Sydney lady who read my book was 
so sporting as to order twenty-four copies 
of it, to be sent to twenty-four of her friends 
as Christmas presents. The bookseller, not 
having my novel in stock, without consulting 
his customer, sent out twenty-four copies of 
a new American novel instead. When the 
lady remonstrated with him, he pleaded that 
as the two books were equally new, and were 
sold at the same price, there was nothing to 
choose between them. He knew nothing, of 
course, about the contents of either work. I 
was credibly informed afterwards by a pub- 
lisher’s agent that his profit on the American 
book was double what he would have got by 
selling mine. The same gentleman told me 
that in order to capture the Australasian 
market American publishers allow Austral- 
asian booksellers a profit so large that they 
have none left for themselves; that, in fact, 
they practically let the bookseller get them 
at the price it costs to produce them. The 
buyer, however, pays the same price as he 
would for an English book. 

So far, my complaint has been against the 
Australasian bookseller. English publishers, 
too, must share the responsibility of allowing 
American books to shoulder English ones out 
of the market. One New Zealand bookseller 
ordered thirty copies of my book on the 
strength of a notice of it that he had seen 
in a trade journal. He sold these-out in three 
weeks and applied to the Melbourne represen- 
tative of my publisher for more copies. He 
was referred to the London house. Before 
leaving Australasia I called on my publisher’s 
local representative, and asked if it were true 
that he could not supply my book. He told 
me that he had originally received only twelve 
copies of my book, that he had disposed of 
all these to one bookseller soon after they 
had arrived, and had never replaced them. 
He had had a number of applications for the 
book, but had referred each applicant to the 
London house. He admitted that he could 
have sold a hundred copies if he had had 
them. 

It is necessary to add that as I know of 
one English publishing firm that is admirably 
represented in Australasia, and as others may 
be equally well represented for anything I 
know to the contrary, my remarks must. not 
be applied too generally. My evidence shows 
that there is something wrong with the Aus- 
tralasian book trade—so far as it concerns 
the English author—but it does not show the 
extent of the evil. 


“KRAFT” PAPER. 


“KRAFT” wrapping paper sprang into exist- 
ence only a few years ago, but it gained im- 
mense popularity immediately on its introduc- 
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tion. The name is a German one, signifying 
strength, and is, in the case of the genuine 
article, singularly appropriate. Kraft paper is 
produced from unbleached chemical wood- 
pulp, boiled by the sulphate of soda process. 
Both the boiling and beating are regulated so 
that the full length of the fiber is preserved, 
while the latter process is prolonged and so 
arranged by the bluntness and position of the 
beating knives that the fibers become partly 
hydrated. By this means tremendous strength 
and cohesion is secured in the ultimate sheet. 
The natural color of the boiled material is 
brown, and the boiling liquors become so 
stained that they act as a dye. To impart 
special shades, dyes are sometimes added to 
the pulp. The strongest “Krafts” are un- 
doubtedly Scandinavian, the home of the orig- 
inal product. From imported pulp, British 
manufacturers are now making a high grade, 
while papermakers in this country and Ger- 
many are making great efforts to equal the 
Swedish and Norwegian manufacturers, There 
is little doubt that the climate of the latter 
countries conduces to the ideal growth of 
wood for this class of pulp, and also affords 
facilities for the production of very strong 
wrapping.—English Stationery Trade Journal.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Wat.is R. CATTeLte, a dealér in precious 
stones and an author of several books on 
jewels, died, November 12, at his home in 
Fanwood, N. J. Mr. Cattelle was born in 
England in 1848, and came to America twenty 
years later. Among his books were “Precious 
Stones,” “The Pearl,” and “The Diamond.” 


Wiu1Am BLAckwoop, grandson of the 
founder of the publishing house of Black- 
wood & Sons, of Edinburgh, and of the fa- 
mous Blackwood’s Magazine, died in London, 
November 11. He was born in Lucknow, 
India, in 1836. The son was trained for a 
literary profession, and after his graduation 
from Edinburgh University was sent abroad 
to study, first at the Sorbonne in Paris, and 
then at the University of Heidelberg. At the 
age of 21 years, William Blackwood entered 
the publishing business under his father and 
uncle, and in 1861 became the head of the 
house. 


Booxtovers the world over. experience a 
common loss in the death of George Knottes- 
ford Fortescue, Keeper of the Printed Books 
in the British Museum since 1899, and con- 
nected with the Museum library for forty- 
two years. He was horn in 1847, educated at 
Harlow College, and appointed assistant in 
the library in 1870. In 1884 he was made 
superintendent of the reading room, and in 
1890 assistant Keeper of Printed Books. In 
1901 he was president of the Library Associa- 
tion of the United Kingdom. Bibliographic- 
ally, he is best known for his subject index to 
the Museum library, published in three vol- 
umes, 1880-1890. 


J. A. WAYLAND, founder and owner of The 
Appeal to Reason, the Socialist weekly news- 
paper at Girard, Kan., shot and killed himself 
in his home there, November 10. Between 
the leaves of a book lying on the bed was 
this note: “The struggle under the competi- 
tive system isn’t worth the effort; let it pass.” 
Wayland was fifty-eight years old. He 
founded the paper here fifteen years ago. 
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Previously, he had edited papers in Harrison- 
ville, Mo.; Pueblo, Col., and Greensburg, Ind. 
He established The Coming Nation in Greens- 
burg in 1893. Later, he founded a Socialist 
colony at Ruskin, Tenn. As a writer and 
worker he was well known among Socialists 
throughout the world. 


Miss Sopuie Mrirtam Swett, author of nu- 
merous juveniles, died on November 12 at 
Arlington Heights, Mass., where she and her 
sister, Susan Hartley Swett, who died several 
years ago, wrote their books. Miss Sophie 
wrote chiefly short stories and juvenile books, 
and Miss Susan was a writer of verse. Miss 
Sophie, who was at one time associate editor 
of Wide Awake, a children’s magazine, has 
two score of volumes of children’s stories to 
her credit. Her first juvenile published was 
“Captain Polly.” in 188. Among her other 
books are “Flying Hill Farm,” “Mate of 
the Mary Ann,” “The Ponkaty Branch 
Road,” “Captain Thistletop,” “Tom Picker- 
ing of Scutney,” “Bilberry Boys and Girls,” 
“Pennyroyal and Mint,” “Stories of Maine,” 
“The Littlest One of the Browns,” “A 
Cape Cod Boy,” “Sarah the Less,” “The 
Wonder Ship,” “Long Tom and How They 
Got Him,” “The Lion Tamer’s Little Girl,” 
“Mary Augusta’s Price,” “Sonny Boy.” “Prin- 
cess Wisla,” and “Six Little Pennypackers,” 
a continuation of which, “How the Penny- 
packers Kept the Light,” has just been pub- 
lished by Dana Estes & Co.

Ernest THompson Seton has sold his fa- 
mous 100-acre country estate, Wyndygoul, 
near Cos Cob, Conn., for a price said to be 
around $250,000.

ARTHUR SPURGEON, chairman of the Waver- 
ley Book Company, and general manager of 
Cassell & Co., Ltd., gave a dinner, recently, 
at the Devonshire Club, ‘London, to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. The life of Lloyd 
George is about to be published in four vol- 
umes by the Waverley Book Company, and 
the dinner was given to celebrate the com- 
pletion of the first volume. The health of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer was pro-

J. B. Lippincott Co. are the 
publishers.

Alphonse Daudet re- 
ceived $200,000 for “Sapho”; Victor Hugo. 
$100,000 for “Les Miserables”; Robert Louis

FATHER BERNARD VAUGHAN, the Jesuit mis- 
sionary and lecturer, whose series of attacks 
on Socialism last spring will be remembered, 
is the author of a book on that subject, en- 
titled “Socialism from the Christian Stand- 
point,” which the Macmillan Company is to 
publish this month.
